What “the negro virus” may ex- 
actly mean our critic does not explain, but 
we suppose he means to accuse us of ad- 
vising the Democratic party to seek the 
megro vote. This is precisely what we 
have advised the Democratic party as an 
organization not to de. We haye urged 
it to cease to agitate the negro as a parti- 
san clement either way, but to instruct and 
elevate him as an industrial agent. His 
vote is not necessary to us nor is it danger- 
ous; and we declared three months ago 
that the Democratic party in Kentucky 
could not decently ask it until it rendered 
the negro legal justice. When it does 
that, and moderates its tone, it will have 
no need to ask it. It will come of itsown 
voliticn. 


We wish it tote distinctly understood 
that we are fighting a fight for the Na- 
tional Democratic organization, and not 
for any local faction of office-seekers or 
office-holders. We neither desire nor ex- 
pect official preferment of any sort, and 
are indifferent to bread and butter, wheth- 
er our party is in or out of power.

We must fur- 
nish him schools or the Radicals will fur- 
nish him INCENDIARIES. We cannot at- 
tord to neglect him, to turn him over to 
the enemy; and, relieved from Federal in- 
terference, we can easily cultivate him, 
and, at the least, render him harmless. 
Thus, whilst securing his vote, we shall 
secure the peace of society. 

This social peace, based on education 
law and order, is all that the fair mind of 
the North demands, and, as it is precisely 
what we want ourselves, we can make the 
negro question a bond of strength where 
it was only a bone of contention.

I replied that I couid dot 
realize that he had been to see me, and 
thought i was all a dream. He then told me 
that, fl loved bim asa brother, he wanted me 
togo and kill that woman, and ke insisted that I 
should do it. I then told Bim again that 1 would 
do tt. He then went awayagain. The next day 
I wentand tried to get @ pistol from a friend. 
but did not succeed. I was glad that I did not 
get one, as I did not want to kill ber. I went 
dome that night and tried to sleep. but it was 
impossible, and in an hour or so after I retired 
he came to my bedside and said, “Al, if you don’t 
o and till that women I will zul you!” I told 
him that I could get no pisel, and that 
I hed tried, but failed. He told me 
to gOand sosk my coatand take the money to 
buy a pistol, and ge immediately and Rl the 
woman. Itold bim thatI would do so,and this 
is why 1 did se. I took my coat and got §3 75 
for it, and bought the pistol, ss my dead brother 
told me, and tried to kill ber. Since my arrest 
Dan bas not been te see me. 

Young Powers denies that he threatened to 
ehoot a girl as he passed out ot the house, saying 
tbat de did mot think of injuring apy one bat 
Annie Rabourn. 

The condition of Miss Rabourne was much bet- 
ter last night, but sbe ts greatly in fear that eke 
will be asrassinated dy the iriends of young 
Powers, and is :afering as much from fright on 
this acccunt as from the wound she received.

VANDALISM. 

It is worth a trip here to spend an afternoon 
in the beautiful cemetery. Uuuke most 
burial places, this one has not been cultivated 
too much, snd the wild, nutural beauty of the 
groand hus been preserved. Ihere are some 
Landsome mouumeota, aud most of the graves 
bear the evidences of grateful remembrance 
in the shape of fluwering shrabs aud vines, 
which clamber over the sacred mounds. Toe 
most melascholy feature is the defacement of 
Boone’s monument vandal relie-hunters. 
This monument is by Launitz, of New York, 
and was a most exquisite piece of workman- 
ship. But the wreiches have sadly marred ite 
beauty. On one tide was au exquisite piece 
of seulpture representing Mrs. Rebeccs 
Boone, wife of Daniel, in the act of milking a 
cow. The animal was rather moders ia ap- 
pearance, with asuepicion of Alderney blood 
lu her shapely limbs; but it is not absolately 
necessary to adhere strictiy to facts in poetry, 

ting or sculpture. The vandal, in this 
‘lance, contented himself with a hurn of 
the cow, which is probably doing service 
hat nod“ for the ester- 
t to be 
in the penitentiary instead of amusiog his 
friends with the born of Daniel Booue’s cow; 
but he isn’t. I have ebserved that these vau- 
dais don't, as a general thing, belong to whe 
horse g class. On another face of the 
monument is a representation of Mr. 
in close conversation with en African. Daniel 
ia very Old and very wrinkled here, Tue pi- 
oneer sspect of the figure has been well set 
forth, and the bigger is also well done. But 
a vandal has thought it wcrth while to chip 
away about one-fourth of the rim of Cesar s 
siraw hat, and doubtless prizes it hyzghly. On 
another side again appears nie 
y er and much r, with a fat 
buck lying at his feet, Here the vandal heip- 
ed bimself to about half the rife tnat killed 
the buck. The most slaburate work is on the 
front es and uts Mr. B. in deadly 
conflict with au Ino his foot resting on the 
body of another red-ckia who pessed in his 
checks ea im the fight. Thi picture is 
horribly defaced. The .ndian’s tomahark 
aud the pioneer’s knife have gone to swell the 
treasures of the relic hunter. 


BOONE’S BACKBONE. 
But I don’t know that I need be so infer- 
paliy indignant at these relic-huntera. Some 
years did a mean trick in that line my- 
seif. I happened to be in the Frankfort cem- 
etery when tbey exbumed the remains of 
Boone for the purpose of reinterment aad the 
erection of a dsome monument. The 
grave-digger thoveied up ribs, tibias and feb- 
ulas, bits of rotten w „ Vertebrm, cervical, 
éorsal, and lumbar, along with the ossa la- 
nominata, as carelessly as H they had belonged 
to an ordinary mortal, while he failed to mor- 
slize, a la Yorick, over the skull. I am 
ushbemed to say that a bit of the coffiu excited 
my curiosity, ard I went forit. Emboidenei 
by euccess, I slipped up on one of the lumbar 
vertebiw, and got away with that. But that 
bit of moldy beckbone laid heavily on my 
conscience.
